PARIS CAP) _ TWO French 


gendarmes walked into a de- 
serted farmhouse outside Paris 
on a routine check Sunday and 
found Mrs. Marcel Dassault, the 
kidnaped wife of a French mil- 
lionaire airplane builder. 


A 
nervous 
young 
guard 


dropped the gun he held on the 
woman and meekly put up his 
hands. Two other men were 
seized later. 


"I wasn't afraid," the 63-year- 


old socialite said, "but I was 
ready for anything." 


She celebrated her 
release 


over champagne with.her hus- 
band. 


"My kidnapers didn't mistreat 


me. But they were dangerous 
men." 


Police said that four 
men 


were involved in the kidnaping, 
which took place outside the 
Dassault home in Paris after 
the couple returned early Satur- 
day from a dinner party. She 
spent 35 hours in the hands of 
her abductors. 
On Routine Check 


. Police " immediately 
began 


questioning the men — two of 
whom were born in Algeria—as 
to a motive for the kidnaping.

Secret Army Organization was 
involved in the kidnaping. The 
Secret Army fought against in- 
dependence for Algeria in 1962. 


The two gendarmes—part of 


a force of 14,000 thousand offi- 
cers checking abandoned houses 
in the Paris region—came upon 
the dilapidated farm house on a 
routine check. 


Dassault, who is building the 


planes for President Charles de 
Gaulle's atomic 
strike force 


said he had not turned over a 
franc in ransom money and in 
fact had not been contacted by 
the kidnapers. 


The 73-year-old Dassault, who 


had been pistol-whipped by the 
hooded kidnap gang, got out of 
bed and sped in his chauffeur- 
driven limousine to a joyous re- 
union with his wife, Madeleine. 


Mrs. Dassault seemed a bit 


rumpled but in good, spirits.

A concerted war of nerves against t h e 


Castro regime appears to be getting under way. 
Those behind the harassment are old hands at 
the game. Foremost among them are Manuel 
Ray and Elroy Gutierrez Menoyo. Others.like 
Erneido Oliva, Manuel Artime and Cesar Baro 
are veterans of the Bay of Pigs disaster. 


Out of that fiasco they have salvaged suffici- 


ent will to resume the struggle. The missile con- 
frontation of October 1962 and succeeding events 
have, however, radically altered the nature of 
the struggle. 


The administration now seems reconciled to 


regarding Castro as a nuisance, an embarrass- 
ment and a source of Communist infection in 
Latin America'. This country and others in vary- 
ing degree are willing to boycott Cuba economi- 
cally and diplomatically. The OAS is adopting 
hemispherewide measures against Castro-foment- 
ed subversion. But little disposition to go to war 
over Cuba is evident. 


Accordingly, the Cuban people, at home and 


abroad, must do what they can on their own to 
recapture their freedom. ''We cannot," says Man- 
uel Ray, "expect others to do the -job for us." 
The job he envisions comprises internal harass- 
ment, combined with seaborne attacks by hit- 
run commandos based in the Caribbean. 


No miracles may be expected as long as 


Cuba is locked under police-state discipline and 
fed a supply of arms by the Soviet Union. But 
harassment and sabotage can make an expensive 
outpost of Communist Cuba.

A Customer's Seat 


When I suggested out loud the other day that the 


automobile companies ought to share some of their 
productivity gains with the customer by way of lower 
prices rather than pass them all to labor in the form of 
wage increases and fringe benefits, I was brought up 
short by an unusual argument. "If General Motors and 
Ford," so I was told by a conservative economist, 
"were to lower their car prices significantly, it would 
put Chrysler and the American Motors Company out 
of business." 


Well, in; a real price cutting war I suppose this 


might be true. But, with Detroit still in a fantastically 
good sellers' mirket.^here is ho* reason why any auto* 


/jfiobile manufacturer should cut his prices drastically. 


The proposition is merely to give the customer a per- 
centage of what, without a price cut of any kind, would 
be going to labor in all of the automobile companies, 
Chrysler and American Motors included. 


Since making my suggestion I have come across 


a copy of a speech delivered by Governor George 
Rwnney of Michigan at a forum sponsored by the 
Republican National Committee In Chicago. Mr. 
Romney, of course, is the man who saved the Amer- 
ica* Motors Company from bankruptcy, and he is 
is surely in a position to know whether his former 
organization would suffer if General Motors were 
to reduce car prices instead of raising automobile 
wages. Said Mr. Romney, "Now the facts are that 
utder the current laws we have in this country, 
permitting the concentration of economic power, 
onions and employers -have largely been picking 
up the results of progress, and the customers have 
not been sharing in that progress." 


So there, at least obliquely, I have my answer to 


the conservative economist who fears that neither 
Chrysler nor American Motors could withstand the 
economic impact of a price cut. Mr. Romney isn't 
worried about American Motors being put out of busi- 
ness if the price of cars comes down and wages do not 
markedly increase. 


The talk in Detroit, as it is relayed, is to the effect 


that the automobile companies are prepared to give 
Walter Reuther's UAW whatever it asks for provided 
it can be granted at f;he present level of car prices. 
This, so it is argued, would not be "inflationary." Maybe 
it would not be inflationary so far as Detroit itself is 
concerned. But it would set a precendent for union de- 
mands elsewhere in industries that could not' absorb a 
wage increase without getting compensating price in- 
creases. So it would be inflationary at one remove. 


The automobile companies are behind the eight-ball 


in this matter of giving the customer a break simply 
because consumers have no way of sitting down along 
with labor and management at the bargaining table. 
But it should not be beyond the bounds of ingenuity to 
find a way of bringing the customer into the bargaining 
room. Why don't the automobile companies, which 
surely know just what they are prepared to share be- 
tween labor and the customer even this far in ad- 
vance of bargaining sessions, poll the country on the 
subject of how the "improvement factor" money shall 
be distributed. Polling samples could be weighted to 
include a proportionate share of industrial laborers. The 
results of the polls would not be binding, of course. 
But they would enable management to go into bargain- 
ing meetings with an idea of how the population, which 
is largely made up of working people who also consume, 
feels about dividing the "improvement factor" pie.

Demonstrably,

Slates' world position will simply 
come apart at the seams if the 
President ducks the challenges 
in Vietnam, just.as our world po- 
sition would have come apart at 
the seams if President Kennedy 
had ducked the challenge of the 
Soviet missiles in Cuba. 


The challenge in Vietnam is the 


threat of a decisive Communist 
victory there — a threat that is 
now growing all the time. A Com- 
munist victory, will also be a gi- 
gantic American failure; a n d 
just as nothing succeeds l i k e 
success, it is also a rule of his- 
tory that nothing fails like fail- 
ure. Hence, .the unavoidable con- 
sequences; of such a gigantic fail- 
ure may be listed as follows. 


First, the whole of Southeast 


Asia will become an area of pre- 
dominant Communist influence— 
and Chinese influence at that! 
Some states, like Laos, Vietnam 
and probably Cambodia, will be 
formally 
incorporated 
into the 


Communist bloc, Chinese depart- 
ment, Others, like Thailand, will 
seek to save themselves by neu- 
tralism, though with little hope 
of success in the long run. Others, 
like Malaysia, will swiftly foun- 
der with ugiy though not pre- 
cisely predictable results. 


Second, and perhaps more seri- 


ous, Japan will move toward neu- 
tralism; the Philippines will go 
further than Japan; South Korea 
will be convulsed, and Taiwan 
may well be destroyed. And the 
American transpacific bases, on 
Okinawa, at Subig- Bay and else- 
where, will-be lost in the process. 


In sum, the United States will 


be forced out of business as a 
Pacific power; the American lives 
laid down upon the beaches of Iwo 
Jima and Tarawa will have been 
lost in vain, and we shall be

WALLACE VOTE — In some 


Democratic political quarters, the

It is 
true despite public efforts, of 
most Democrats, from President 
Johnson on down, to belittle or 
brush aside the pro-Wallace vote.

dependents, as well as Democrats 
who are groping for ways to 
express their unhappiness over 
the course of racial integration, 
But the size of these protests, 
plus the undeniable assumption 
that the bulk of the vote is com- 
ing from people who ordinarily 
would vote the Democratic ticket, 


is the cause of a lot of private 
concern over its effect on the 
election voting next November. 


Professional 
politicians

that the majorities that put them 
into office are made up of a num- 
ber of minorities. Usually, the 
margin of success is five per 
cent, or less, of the total vote 
cast. Obviously, any disaffection 
of the size of the Wallace vote 
can spell the difference between 
election and defeat to any num- 
ber of Senators and Representa- 
tives. 


The Wallace vote already is 


showing its potential in 
some 


Congressional quarters where the 
impact of civil rights legislation 
is being re-examined. It is push- 
ing those favorable to the meas- 
ure to more moderate ground 
and strengthening the determina- 
tion of Southern segregationists 
to continue the filbuster in hopes 
of a more favorable compromise 
measure.

Chih Minh and his colleagues to 
abide by the Geneva treaties. 


Treaty observance by Ho Chih 


Minh.— which means calling back 
ail the North Vietnamese troops 
in Laos and calling off the at- 
tack on South Vietnam — ought 
lo be the sole American, objective. 
If this is the American objective, 
rather than the destruction of 
the North Vietnames state, Ho 
Chih Hinh's choice ought to be 
clear enough. 


That leaves one very big ques- 


tion — the roles that might be 
played in such a crisis by China 
and the Soviet Union. But this 
question must be examined in a 
further report.

The story of the John F. Ken- 


nedy Library has not been told. It 
has been buried under an ava- 
lanche of monuments, busts, hos- 
pitals, Kennedy boulevards, or- 
phanages, p l a q u e s , memorial 
coins, 
books, 
maudlin poetry, 


medallions, K e n n e d y schools, 
scholarships, stadiums and post- 
age stamps. The national consci- 
ence, in a hysteria of atonement, 
places gifts before the martyr in 
every 
place except where he 


hoped for one. 


Few know that the President 


planned the library in 1960. And 
fewer know that he planned to 
spend the post-Presidential years 
working in it. John Kennedy was 
aware, when he assumed the high 
office, that earlier Presidents had 
built libraries for their personal 
papers, state, documents, gifts, 
photos, paintings, motion picture 
films and memoranda. 


Herbert Hoover built one. Elea- 


nor Roosevelt put one up at Hyde 
Park, New York, for Franklin D. 
Roosevelt. Harry Truman super- 
vised the erection of the most 
complete one at Independence, 
Missouri. Eisenhower built one. 
Young John Kennedy was plan- 
ning his before he was in office 
two weeks. He sent an order to 
all federal departments to keep 
Presidential papers in a separate 
file. 


The reason was that he recalled 


that Hoover, Roosevelt, Truman 
and Eisenhower each faced the 
tedious task of locating Presiden- 
tial papers which had been lost, or 
buried in old filing systems, or 
gathered 
dust 
in 
warehouses. 


Kennedy was not sure whether he 
was going to be a big part of 
American history, or a small one. 
But it would be history, whether 
he served one term or two, wheth- 
er he lived one year or forty. 


In the spring of 1960, he can- 


vassed three sites for his library. 
One was on Cape Cod, one in 
Boston, and one on the banks of 
the Charies River at Harvard Uni- 
versity. He chose the 2.9 acres of- 
fered by Harvard, and, at once 
moved on to the next step, an 
architect. Kennedy liked the work 
of John Warnecke, a San Fran- 
cisco 
architect. 
The 
President 


asked Mr. Warnecke to start the 
preliminary work at once. 


He did not want it to be a pri- 


vate library. It was to be public. 
He hoped it would be available to 
all the people all the time, and 
he planned to display more than 
his own papers: he wanted a de- 
tailed history of his country and 
his time. In fact, his highest hope 
was that the people would build 
the library by public subscription 
because he felt that'it would give 
them a sense of owning it. 


Within a few days after his 


death, dying projects were brought 
to life by naming them after John 
F. Kennedy. His name, which had 
not been listed among the illustri- 
ous of the nation in life, became 
wondrously magic in death. Noble 
projects and some not-so-noble be- 
came successful. Every promo- 
tional device, from silk scarves 
with his face on them to huge 
hospitals and schools, was used 
to tap the national conscience of 
money. 


The Kennedy family was shock- 


ed and powerless. They could not, 


in good taste, decline the honors. 
On the other hand, the work ot 
Mrs. John F. Kennedy, Robert 
Kennedy, and Senator 
Edward 


Kennedy in conjunction with tho 
library made it appear to be a 
private family affair. In 
fact, 


when the ill and grieving father 
of the President, Joseph P. Ken- 
nedy, donated $1,000,000 to. th« 
library, most Americans were cer- 
tain that the total cost of $10,000 - 
000 would be subscribed In a few 
days by the wealthy. 


The family is opposed to this. I 


spent some time with Stephen 
Smith, brother-in-law of the dead 
President, who is in charge ot 
funds for the library. He said that 
the Kennedys are determined to 
follow John's wishes as closely a* 
possible. They have close to six 
million dollars donated by 53,008 
people. The best donations, accord- 
ing to Mr. Smith, come from 
children who enclose a fistful of 
pennies 
in 
an 
envelope, 
and 


write: "This is my spending mon- 
ey." 


Smith, who is dark, handsome 


and energetic — concomitants of 
Kennedy family life—said that the 
name of every person who helps 
to build the library will go on 
permanent display when the build- 
ing is completed. I told him that 
my girls might want to send small 
amounts, and he said to send it to 
the John F. Kennedy Library 
Cambridge, Mass. I pointed out 
that they are cheap, as girls go. 
and he said he would rather have 
a 
million contributions of five 


cents apiece than one donation of 
$5,000,000. 


Kennedy was in office only two 


years and ten months, but 12,000,- 
000 documents belonging to him 
are now being catalogued. Every- 
one who knew the man is being 
interviewed on film and tape to 
give candid impressions of what 
he was like. Richard Nixon, Nikita 
Khrushchev, Konrad Adenauer — 
statesmen all over the world will 
contribute their impressions. 


The building will cost $6,500,000. 


The remaining $3,500.000 will en- 
dow its permanent unkeep. In es- 
sence, it is the President's love 
letter {o his country . .

War Of Nerres 
Against Castro 


A concerted war of nerves against t h e 
Castro regime appears to be getting under way. 
Those behind the harassment are old hands at 
the game. Foremost among them are Manuel 
Ray and Elroy Gutierrez Menoyo. Others like 
Erneido Oliva, Manuel Artime and Cesar Baro 
are veterans of the Bay of Pigs disaster. 
Out of that fiasco they have salvaged suffici­ 
ent will to resume the struggle. The missile con­ 
frontation of October 1962 and succeeding events 
have, however, radically altered the nature of 
the struggle. 
The administration now seems reconciled to 
regarding Castro as a nuisance, an embarrass­ 
ment and a source of Communist infection in 
Latin America. This country and others in vary­ 
ing degree are willing to boycott Cuba economi­ 
cally and diplomatically. The OAS is adopting 
hemispherewide measures against Castro-foment­ 
ed subversion. But little disposition to go to war 
over Cuba is evident. 
Accordingly, the Cuban people, at home and 
abroad, must do what they can on their own to 
recapture their freedom. “We cannot,” says Man­ 
uel Ray, “expect others to do the job for us.” 
The job he envisions comprises internal harass­ 
ment, combined with seaborne attacks by hit- 
run commandos based in the Caribbean. 
No miracles may be expected as long as 
Cuba is locked under police-state discipline and 
fed a supply of arms by the Soviet Union. But 
harassment and sabotage can make an expensive 
outpost of Communist Cuba.

A Customer's Seat 


When I suggested out loud the other day that the 
automobile companies ought to share some trf their 
productivity gains with the custwner by way of lower 
prices rather than pass them all to labor in the form of 
wage increases and fringe benefits, I was brought up 
short by an unusual argument. “ If General Motors and 
Ford." so I was told by a conservative economist, 
“ were to lower their car prices significantly, it would 
put Chrysler and the American Motors Company out 
of business.” 
Well, in a real price cutting war I suppose this 
might be true. But, wHh Detroit still in a fantastically 
good sellers’ m arket, there is no reason why any auto­ 
nobile m anufacturer should cut his prices drastically. 
The proposition is m erely to give the customer a per­ 
centage of what, without a price cut of any kind, would 
be going to labor in all of the automobile companies, 
Chrysler and American Motors included. 


Since making my suggestion 1 have come across 
a copy of a speech delivered by Governor George 
Ramney of Michigan at a forum sponsored by the 
Republican National Committee In Chicago. Mr. 
Romney, of course, is the man who saved the Amer­ 
ican Moimn Cmnpany friwn bankruptcy, and he it 
Is surely In a |»sltiw! to know whether his former 
organizatlott would suffer if General Motors were 
to reduce car prices instead of raising autom ^ile 
wages. Said Mr. Romney. “Now the facts are that 
under the current laws we have in this country, 
permitting the concentration of economic power, 
unions and employers have largely been picking 
up the results of inrogress. and the customers have 
not been sharing in that progress.” 


So there, at least obliquely. I have my answer to 
the conservative economist who fears that neither 
Chrysler nor American Motors could withstand the 
economic impact of a price cut. Mr. Romney isn’t 
worried about American Motors being put out of busi­ 
ness if the price of cars comes down and wages do not 
m arkedly increase. 
The talk in Detroit, as it is relayed, is to the effect 
that the automobile cwnpanies are prepared to give 
W alter Reuther’s UAW whatever it asks for provided 
it can be granted at the present level of car price*. 
This, so it is argued, would not be “ inflationary.” Maybe 
it would not be inflationary so far as Detroit itself is 
concerned. But it would set a precendent for union de­ 
mands elsewhere in industries that could not absorb a 
wage increase without getting compensating price in­ 
creases. So it would be inflationary at one remove. 
The automobile companies are behind the eight-ball 
in this m atter of giving the customer a break simply 
because consumers have no way of sitting down along 
with labor and m anagement at the bargaining table. 
But It should not be beyond the bounds of ingenuity to 
find a way of bringing the cu.stomer into the bargaining 
room. Why don't the aulomobilc companies, which 
surely know just whai they are prepared to share be­ 
tween labor and the customer even this far in ad­ 
vance of bargaining sessions, poll the country on the 
subject of how the "improvement factor” money shall 
be distributed. Polling samples could be weighted to 
include a proportionate .share of industrial laborers The 
results of the polls would not be binding, of course. 
But they would enable management to go into bargain­ 
ing meetings with an idea of how the oopulation, which 
is largely made up of working people who also consume, 
feels about dividing the “ improvement factor” pie. 


Haller Reuther has spokea brave words le the 
past about hU wüUtigness to reUnquisb tome pro- 
spective labor gams if ike car buying public would 
benefit titereby. He, on his own, might poll his own 
union members to see bow manv of them propose 
to buy cars for themselves during the period of 
time to be covered by the aext union contract.

Since polls always impress polnicians. a custom ^s* 
poll would have its effect on the Johnson Administra­ 
tion, which might be prompted by a tangible expression 
of opinion to take the custom er’s side when it exerts lU 
mfluence to avert an auiom t^ile strike in an election 
year After all. the custwner. if he can only be organ­ 
ized as the customer, has more vo^es than anybody 
elM in the country.

First, the whole of Southeast 
Asia will become an area of pre­ 
dominant Communist influence— 
and Chinese influence at that! 
Some slates, like Laos, Vietnam 
and probably Cambodia, will be

Communist bloc, Chinese depart­ 
ment. Others, like Thailand, will 
seek to save themselves by neu­ 
tralism , though with little hope 
of success in the long run. Others, 
like Malaysia, will swiftly foun­ 
der with ugly though not pre­ 
cisely predictable results.
